The True Christmas Spirit 


It is very evident that no one needs 
to go hungry or cold or bein discomfort in 
Andover during the coming winter. It is 
also very evident that many people 
would be obliged to suffer in some form 
or other if there were not so réady the 
kindly interest of the many factors that 
are working to relieve the present situ- 
ation. 

Probably not for a generation has 
there been a need of the Christmas 
spirit, so acute as that to be noted in 
most of the industrial sections of New 
England at the present time. Ft is true 
that the records of unemployment are 
not startling, but when the reports of 
the various almoners and all sorts of 
agencies organized to help the poor, are 
analyzed, there is abundant evidence 
that more workers are idle today, and 
are suffering, than we would like to see. 
This is not the time.nor the opportunity 
to discuss the reasons why, but in con- 
sidering the problem, the thinking men 
of Massachusetts would better not en- 
tirely ignore all of the agencies that 
have operated to make this situation 
more acute in this particular state than 
it is in probably any other state in the 
Union. 

At this particular season, however, it 
is: better to say the words that carry 
cheer and confidence and satisfaction, 
and here in Andover it is indeed a joy 
to refer briefly to some of the agencies 
that are operating to give us more con- 
fidence in human nature, and more satis- 
faction in living. At one of the big 
manufactories in town, where the war 
has been a serious factor in disturbing 
the business, with the addition of 
troubles directly charged to the tariff 


and other business difficulties, there are | 


many of the employees idle. Of the 
many, a goodly number are poor and 
have not saved for the rainy day as one 
might wish they could have, but the 
word has gone out to the relief agencies 
that go from door to door almost daily, 
that nobody shall suffer, and that the 
helping hand will be ready for every call. 
In such practical ways as the small 
supply of coal sold at the wholesale cost 
price, in the furnishing of food without 
any cost whatever if necessary, in, the 
relief from the rent burden, in the, care 
for the sick, and in almost every way 
that one can think of, there is being 
noted in the particular community asso- 
ciated with this great business, -the 
highest type of neighborliness ~ that 
carries true help without marking a 
line to separate poverty and beso 
often. an offensive part of wiiat is ealles 
“* Charity”. 

The town’s biggest landlord sends to 
his. tenants a turkey for each family 
occupying his houses; a rich man (as 
the world looks upon him) has remem- 
bered all the members of every.em- 
ployee’s family, sending such gifts as 
suggest an interest in the recipient, 
which cannot fail in every case to add 
to the comfort for the coming year; a 
half-dozen others are noted who have 
sent a ton of coal or a load of wood for 
the winter’s fire, to add to the comfort 
and health of needy persons; and many 
others might be noted all showing a 
widespread interest on the part of those 
who are prosperous to share with those 
less fortunate. oe 

To these private activities are’ of 
course to be added many works along 
charitable lines by the score or mote of 
public organizations associated with 
churches and with the town at large, 
which probably combine to make this 
particular Christmas season a more 
genuine spreader of the true Christmas 
spirit than has been noted for many 
years in Andover. :

87th Birthday 


Merrill N. Howe, one of the oldest and 
best known citizens of Lawrence, quiet- 
ly observed his 87th birthday Saturday 
at his home 274 Broadway. Despite his 
advanced years Mr. Howe was able to 
enjoy the visits of several friends who 
called to cangratulate him, and the 
letters and presents of friends and rela- 
tives from out of town. Mr. Howe is 
in very good health and enjoys fre 
quent trips out of doors when the wea- 
ther permits. 

Mr. Howe was born in Boston, De 
cember 19, 1827, but when four years 
old he moved with his parents to An- 
dover where he received his early edu- 
cation. At the age of 15 he left school 
to learn the trade of shoe-making in 
his father’s shop and he later entered - 
the grocery store of Higgins and Ab- 
bott in Andover. In 1849 Mr. Howe be- 
came .a resident of Lawrence and in 
1853 with Albert V. Bugbee he secured . 
an auctioneer’s license. The partner- 
ship continued for 15 years after which 
Mr. Howe conducted the business alone 
until a few years ago. In 1865, 1879 and 
1880 Mr. Howe was a member of the 
‘common council being president of that 
branch during the last year in office. 
He is one of the oldest Masons in the 
city having been a member of St. Mat- 
thew’s lodge this town from which he 
was transferred to Grecian lodge of 
Lawrence, As a member of Mt. Sinai Ro- 
yal Arch chapter he ‘occupied several 
chairs and became royal arch chaplain’ 
He is also a member of the Red Men 
and the Veteran Firemen’s association, 
and an attendant of the Lawrence 
Street Congregational church. He now 
resides at 274 Broadway with his son, 
F. Merrill Howe.
